McMahon Put Up Other Man’s 
Money, as Agent, With 
Thesieres.

When Charles L. Scullin was informed 
that he’ had wagered $500 on W. S. 
Cowherd for Governor, he said it was 
news to him. He stopped payment on 
a $5600 check he had drawn to make 
a bet that he didn’t know he had 


made. The result was a suit filed in 
Justice Spaulding’s court Tuesday by 
John T. McMahon to collect on the 
check, 

Scullin admits that he believed Cow 
herd would win and believed this opinion 
was worth $500. He offered to bet that 
amount against $400 on Hadley. This is 
Scullin’s story. of how the bet. wasn’t 
made, . 

Scullin, who is Festus J. Wade's son- 
in-law, wrote his check for $500 and 
gave it to McMahon, with’ instructions 
as to how it should be placed. He says 
he told McMahon to notify him the mo- 
ment a taker was found. — 

McMahon found the taker—E. L. The- 
sieres of the Hotel: Rozier, on the night 
before'‘election. Tliesieres obtained M2 
Mahon’s indorsement on the check, ex- 
plaining that he did not know Seullin 
personally. A few'days after the alec- 
tion Thesieres notified Scullin that he 
Was much -obliged and sent the check to 
a bank for deposit. 

Scullin sent i4 a hurry-up call for 
McMahon, who confirmed the rumor 
that he, Scullin, -had- lost $600. The

“INSURANCE OF $50, 00 


Estate Probably Worth Beech $100,000 and 
$150,000---Dead Man Resented So-Called 
Encroachment on His Business. 


According. to reliably, informed busi- 
mess associates, the estate of Francis 
D.. Hirsehberg consists largely of real 
estate and investment securities, and is 
valued at about $75,000. 

The tax lists fer -the current .year 
show that Mr. Hirschberg owned in his 
own name realestate with-an assessed 
valuation of $15,080 and $1010 worth of 
personal property. The,assessed valua- 
tion is about 60 per cent of the actual 
value. 

Jointly with his wife he owned prop- 
erty’ assessed at $18,540. This included 
his home and. two pieces of real estate, 
one on Mullanphy street and one on Bid- 
dle street. 

He was trustee for the Frost estate, 
with property of an assessed valuation 
of $180,940. The most valuable holding 
of this estate is a corner at Broadway 
and Washington avenue, assessed ‘at 
$117,230. ' 

At the time of his death Mr.. Hirsch- 
berg owed the city $3198.24 in taxes. 


Only Paid Joint Taxes. 

On Dec. 1, the last day of the period 
in which the city allows discounts on 
tax bills, he paid to the City Collector 
$411.50, the taxes due on all the proper- 
ty which he and his. wife owned jointly. 
He did not take advantage of the dis- 
count to pay his other bills. 

A St. Louis real estate agent who has 
handled several important realty trans- 
actions for Mr. Hirschberg, said toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday that 
he considered Mr. Hirschberg a “‘fairly 
wealthy man,” and that he had never 
known him to borrow money for his 
personal account.

“Would accidental discharge of this 
particular revolver been possible?’

“The hammer 
had been filed off and no fall on the 
floor could have discharged it. To dis- 
charge such a weapon you would have 
to strike a powerful blow with a carpen- 
ter’s hammer. 

FPliliag of Hammer Common. . 

_“The filing off of the hammer was a 
common thing in the Police Department 
at the time those revolvers were In use. 
It was done to prevent the discharge of 
the weapon in pulling it suddenly from 
the pocket, at a time when policemen 
did not wear holsters, and to prevent 
discharge by dropping. 
“The four cartridges found in the re- 
volver were of the ordinary 38-caliber 
kind, and were charged with ordinary 
powder, not smokeless.

Notable Men at Meeting of 
National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress. 





NATION IS INTERESTED 





Delegates From All Parts of 
the Country Working for 
Common Good. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—One of the 
moat notable gatherings ever assembled 
in the history of this country in the in- 
terest of waterway development was 
called to order today when the National 


4 
Rivers and Harbors Congress met in 
fifth annual convention. 

The Congress is national in its pur- 
pose, representing all sections and all 
waterways, and is endeavoring to im- 
press Congress with the necessity of a 
comprehensive palicy for improving. the 
rivers, canals and harbors of the na- 
tion. 

Senators, representatives, diplomats, 
captains of finance, governors of many 
states and others high in official life 
were present when Representative Jo- 
sept E. Ransdell of Louisiana escorted 
to the front of the platform His Emi- 
nence, Cardinal Gibbons, whose invoca- 
tion signalized the formal opening of 
the convention. 

An address by Vice-President Fair- 
banks followed. Ambassador James 
Bryce of Great Britain told of the wa- 
terways of Great Britain in a notable 
speech. 

Others on the program today were 
Judge George Hillier of Georgia's Rail- 
road Commission; Samuel Gompers, the 
labor leader; Gov. George E. Chamber- 
lain of Oregon; Seth Low, former Mayor 
of New York; Gov. Sanders of Louis- 
jana; Representative Champ Clark of 
Missouri and Prof. W. D. Lyman, Whit- 
man College, Washington. 

Céincident wag the jiret annual con- 
vention of the Women’s National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, which held its 
session simultaneously in another hall. 

Vice-President Charles W. Fairbanks 
said it was perfectly obvious that the 
improvement of our waterways hed not 
kept abreast of our industrial needs and 
our natienal progress. The time has ar- 
rived, he said, when we: must give to 
the subject of obtaining adequate trans- 
portation facilities at a minimum cost 
intelligent and effective consideration. 


look Iate the Future. 

In discussing the cost of improving the 
American waterways, the Vice-President 
said that as much of the benefit to be 
derived from the expenditures would be 
for the future, a reasonable share of 
the amount should be provided for by a 
bond issue, so as justly and equitably to 
distribute the burden among all the 
beneficiaries of the expenditure. 

An overland canal to connect the At- 
lantic seaboard with the Mississippi Val- 
ley by méans of low passes in the Ap- 
palachian Mountain ranges was advo- 
cated by Judge George Hillyer of the 
Georgia State Railroad Commission. 
Judge Hillyer pointed out that in Eu- 
rope the heavy non-perishable freight 
is carried by means of canals. | 

“By this means,” he said, “the Old 
World, with less than one-third of our 
railroad mileage, solves the transporta- 
tion problem. 

“We may yet live to see the time,’’ he 
predicted, “when a canal boat may be 
loaded with grain at Kansas City and 
come by river and canal, open 366 days 
in the year all the way through to 
Brunswick or Savannah, or to Appalachi- 
cola, or Charleston, and thence up any 
other Atlantic river to head of naviga- 
tion at one-twelfth of the freight charge 
the consumer now has to pay, and with- 
out delay from frost and ice, as if it 
had gone by Buffalo, or without injury 
from damp and heat, as if it had gone 
down the Mississipp!.”’

JUSTIFIES CULT 





Mary Pratt, 141 Years Old, 
Astounds Kansas City 
Police.

ARMED BY HER FATHER 








Unable to Read and Write, 
Girl Shows Amazing Intel- 
ligence in Examination. |

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 9.—The 
spectacle of an ll-year-old girl, who can 
neither read nor write, confronting the 
police by her uncanny and murder-justi- 
fying fanacitism, formed a dramatic 
Scene today, following a fight yesterday 
between wandering “evangelists” and the 
Police. Mary Pratt, who stood ‘up, 
fighting, in a boat, while her sister fell 
under a rain of bullets, gave the police 
an insight into the beliefs of the fol- 
lowers of ‘Adam God,’ who held that a 
policeman is an unlawful officer, a “ser- 
pent,”’ and one whom it is rightful to 
kill. 

Five will probably be the death total 
as the result of the riot. Patrolman Mul- 
lane, Louis Pratt, one of the followers 
of James Sharp (“Adam God’’) and A. 
J. Selzer, a citizen, are in a critical con- 
dition today.. It was said at the hospi- 
tals that none probably would recover. 
Patrolman Dalbow and Lulu Pratt, the 
13-year-old daughter of Pratt, “‘the dis- 
ciple,” were killed yesterday. 

Pratt, lying on his cot, breathed ven- 
geance against the police. “I am not 
going to die. I am going to get well 
and kill a few more policemen,” he 
said. Sharp is still at large. 

Sister “Died tor God.” 3 

Mrs. Della Pratt, wife of ‘Adam God,”’ 
was examined by the police, but She did 
not create half the impression as did this 
tiny Portia. 

In the engine room on the steamer 
Ella May, Mary Pratt did not shed a 
tear when she was told that her sister 
was dead. 

‘She died for her God,”” was her simple 
anewer. She shivéred, although she had 
been wrapped in a cloak. 

**You see, we got acquainted with this 
man Sharp up in North Dakota,” she 
said. “That must have been two years 
ago. This summer we began following 
them. Inthe houseboat we started 
down the Missouri River. We would 
stop at each city and preach and sing. 
Of course, we kids did the singing and 
it was great fun. We left St. Joseph 
about a week ago and floated down to 
Kansas City just as those ice cakes be- 
gan to appear. 

“No, “they did not make us children 
sing. We did it because we loved to do 
so. Those big guns which we carried 
were for protection. Papa says this is 
a free country and we could carry fire- 
arms if we wanted to. Then, we needed 
guns to kill rabbits and ducks when we 
were floating down with the current. 

“Why do you shoot at the policemen?” 
Mayor Crittenden asked. 

“We have a right to shoot,” the girl 
said quickly. 

“Were you taught to shoot?” 

*‘Sure.”’ 

“What is the teaching of your reli- 
gion; what do you believe?’’ 

“We follow the Bible; that is our re- 
ligion.’’ 

“What is your idea apert a police- 
man?’ 

Religion Teaches Murder. 

“A peliceman is an unlawful officer,’ 
the child said. “He has no right to stop 
us when. we are preaching and singing 
in the street. When a policeman tries 
to stop us, our religion teaches us that 
We have the right to shoot and kill. A 
policeman is a serpent and ought to be 
killed. The Constitution gives us that 
right. We go to the Bible for our re- 
ligion and the Constitution for-eur rights 
as citizens.”’ 

“If a policeman came after you on the 
street would you sented him; would you 
kill him?” 

The girl hesitated, then she parried the 
question by saying: ‘It would depend 
upon circumstances; present your case 
and the conditions under which the po- 
liceman would come to arrest me and 
then I will tell you whether or not I 
would kill.” 

Three of the children took part in the 
street fight, and were arrested. Dewey 
Pratt, 4 years old, and Lena, a girl, 13 
years old, were taken into Lieut. Snow's 
office. Even the 4-year-old boy . was 
adept in the teachings of the sect. The 
boy was asked what his father’s re- 
ligion was. 

“The Bible,” he sald. ‘‘We just have 
thé Bible. We don't have no church. 
We just sing and preach on the street.” 

Band Fires on Police, 

The shooting followed. an attempt of 
& probation officer to make James 
Sharp and his wife take five children, 
ranging in age from 4 to 13 years, off 
the street, where they were preaching 
and singing. The, children were the 
children of Louis Pratt. The two cou- 
ples and the five children lived in a 
houseboat on the Missouri River. The 
band opened fire when the police ar- 
rived. Pratt fell dangerousty wounded 
and Mrs, Sharp und the five children 


fled for the houseboat, four blocks 
away. 
Mrs. Sharp and three of the children 


were captured. The other two children 
gained the boat and joined Mrs. Pratt, 
Who held the pursuing officers at bay 
with a rifle. Then she and the two 
children got into a skiff and drifted 
into the current. The police boarded a 
ferry boat and followed, shooting at the 
hull of the skiff. A bullet struck aod 
killed one of the children, Lulu, 13 years 
old. The mother threw herself into the 
water, clinging to the boat to avoid bul-

More 
baneful perhaps than the results just 
named is the undemocrat influence in an

The public school system which per- 
mits the children of the wealthy to set 
themselves above the children of the 
poor and. which tolerates any honorary 
distinctions but those of meritorious at- 
tainments, fails in its first purpose, An 
educational veneer, however higtily pol- 
ished, can never make a true man or a 
true woman of a child who has not 
learned, first of all, in the public school 
that there is no superiority of class or 
condition in this country except through 
individual attainment. Ee? 

In my own experience all that has 
been safd about these societies is true, 
and more. I have noticed that when 
& boy joined a fraternity he soon Jeaves 
his Sunday school. It is not long there- 
after before he smokes. A year later 
ho knows the ins and outs of gambling. 
When vhe graduates he may have been 
“drunk” more than once or otherwise 
dissipated. This picture may not be a 
general rule, but I have had personal 
knowledge of many instances. 

Many of these are boys who never 
would have gone that way had they 
been kept home and not have had this 
Opportunity to get entirely away from 
adult influence. This opportunity to 
get out from under all restraint is the 
step which leads to many a fall. Their 
Pledge keeps them from telling on one 
another. This vow is one that is in their 
minds superior to home, school, church 
or state. The way they keep it is often 
quite humorous were it not so disas- 
trous to character. 

All members do not go to the bad, of 
course. Yet I can truthfully say that 
there fs a decided depreciation of ideals, 
® loosening of mora! standards and a 
lessening of their respect for authority 
in about all instances. Possibly there 
are parents who will say that their 
daughters have been members of sorori- 
tles and they have never observed any-

essential of true democracy. No part 
of a schgol should represent the fa- 
vored few. The public school should 
afford no opportimity for superiority of 
Class or condition except that which is 
won through individual attainment. 

I believe there is not a parent, how- 
ever, in the city who can say about his 
Son what may truthfully be said about 
a few daughters. Therein lies the dan- 
ger. ‘The boy ia his teens has very 
much. less judgment and reason than 
the girl. There is a much greater ten- 
dency in the boy to “sport’’ and dissi- 
pate when not under restraint. 

I could illustrate by individual exam- 
ples how boys of the finest abilities and 
tastes have just gone down to the’ bad, 
the “‘frat’’ being the open door behind 
which they took their first step. Behind 
this “frat” door is often lurking the 
tempter waiting for the innocent lamb. 
The lamb has taken his vow to forever 
nourish and protect this tempter under 
all and every circumstance. It is not 
long until he is “‘meat’’ for the tempter 
and he soon is taught the “ropes,” 

So much of this kind of dastardly 
work is accomplished before the parent, 
pastor or teacher knows anything about 
it. To have this thing happen and to 
have it happen in connection with a 
public school is preposterous. A school 
management should have the authority 
to annihilate it. The home and the 
church should provide for the social] 
life of the child. The school] should as- 
sist the home and ta cnurch in build- 
ing up the highest ideals of character 
and scholarship. The schoel shoulda 
never in any instance afford the slight- 
est opportunity to lower or defeat the 
ideals of home or church. ‘rne resuit- 
ing conditions brought about by the 
facts surrounding these societies dem- 
onstrate that they are destructive of 
the wholesome ideals for which every 
church, home and school should stand.
